Murray had testified during the 
trial that he never had received $500 
which Kuhn claimed to have paid 
him for legal services. 


The other charge of larceny con- 
cerned $717 allegedly given Mrs. 
Camp. 


"This man is not to be sentenced 


because he is a hate-dispenser or a 
rabble-rouser, for there are thou- 
sands of others in this country." 
Judge "Wallace said before he pro- 
nounced sentence.

Unlike some writers on the sub- 


ject, only-a small number of an- 
swers lay the'blame on individuals 
or individual events. 


Despite the attention given to the 


sinking of the Lusitania, only three 
persons in a hundred, on the aver- 
age, single out that catastrophe as 
the principal cause of America's, 
entry. 


Despite the discussion of Presi- 


dent Wilson's role,"only one person 
in a hundred traces our entry di- 
rectly to his actions. 


And despite the books which have 


analyzed the influence of the "mer- 
chants of death," only one in a 
hundred specifies the makers of 
war munitions. 


On the contrary, the outstanding 


fact about the composite public 
view is the multitude of causes and 
iendencies which are held respon- 
sible, ,or partly responsible, for, 
America's 1917 decision. Instead of 
a single "road to war," the compo- 
site view suggests many converging 
paths tending to run in the same 
direction. 


Three Main Types of Answers 
Three principal types: of answers 


were made to the question, how- 
ever: (1) that America was the vic- 
tim of propaganda and selfish in- 
terests; (2) that the United States 
recognized a just and unselfish re- 
sponsibility to the rest of the world, 
and (3) that we entered the war 
primarily 
for 
our own • national 


safety—either from immediate at- 
tack or from eventual dangers if 
Germany had won.

A RECAPITULATION 


" One of the traditions of party politics 


as we know it in America and in Wis- 
consin is the formulation of a platform. 
While it seems to some of us that plat- 
forms are devices of the politicians on

OUR HIGHWAY POLICY 


The time is nearing when the people of 


Wisconsin will have to decide whether 
they are satisfied with the highway pol- 
icy which has grown up in the state gov- 
ernment in a secretive and haphazard 
fashion, and certainly without popular 
cureciion, within recent yeais. 


Today, as in the last few years, poli- 


ticians in the capitol are preparing to use 
highway tax dollars which the motorist 
theoretically supposes he pays for the 
maintenance of his highway facilities, for 
the support of the state government's gen- 
eral operations. Today the capitol ledger 
will show that the state government is 
consistently in the red, that last year the 
appropriation without legislative authority 
of more than four millions in highway 
funds helped to bridge the deficit, and that 
today the result of successive "diversions" 
is the accumulation of a total of $27,000,- 
000 in obligations to the state highway 
department'. 


With a general fund balance which This 


fall has been down to 
$4,000,000, and 


which during the next two years will 
never show a surplus over budget needs, 
that debt will not be decreased. 
Rather 


it will be increased, for the Heil admin- 
istration even now is preparing to econ- 
omize in the highway department for the 
benefit of the general fund. 


Aside from the moral question which 


such a practice raises, there are certain 
practical considerations which ought to 
be emphasized for a better understanding 
of the results of such proceedings. 


It should not need repetition that leg- 


islatures which enact gasoline tax increas- 
es for the purpose of improving the high- 
way system, and then use the proceeds 
for purposes altogether remote from that 
highway system, are not exactly honest 
with us. 


A more significant point for the high- 


way taxpaying public to remember is that 
it can easily be proven that we are build- 
ing fewer highways under the four cent 
gasoline tax than under the old two cent 
levy. 


But an even more important detail is 


that the present accounting system renders 
it practically impossible for the taxpayer 
or any other citizen who is curious enough 
to look into it to determine the financial 
facts of our highway system. Although 
highway receipts are not included in the 
regular state budget by law, although the 
highway fund is nominally ear-marked, 
in actual practice highway money as used 
for budget purposes, and the highway ac- 
count is indistinguishable from the gen- 
eral fund except for ledger entries which 
under the circumstances become merely 
academic. 


One possible remedy was suggested 


by Senator Yindra of Manitowoc during 
the last session of the legislature. Yindra 
proposed the segregation 
of 
highway 


funds, so that all could see how much was 
collected, and how much spent. His reso- 
lution for a constitutional amendment 
requires adoption by the next legislature 
and by popular vote in a referendum. 


When that measure is finally adopted, 


and highway funds are separately held, 
the state may find if wise to redirect its 
highway policy. At least politicians will 
not be able to use those funds for pur- 
poses unrelated to highways without let- 
ting everybody see what they are doing. 
It may be recognized that $32,000,000 a 
.year, plus federal grants, is too generous 
an allowance for-the highway system in 
its present advanced state of develop- 
ment. We may decide that the surplus 
ought to be turned into general govern- 
mental-operations. But it will then be 
done in an honest, above-board manner. 
There will no longer be the fiction of a 
$27,000,000 "debt" to the highway depart- 
ment, a debt which will never be paid 
anyway. 


We ought not to kid ourselves in mat- 


ters of government, for the joke is always 
on us.

In 1937 the tests were administer- 


ed to 592 persons with 16 positive 
reactions. The nurse explained that 
a positive test means that the child 
has been exposed at some time or 
other to tuberculosis and that some 
of the germs have become lodged 
in the body. It does not necessar- 
ily mean that the child has an ac- 
tive form of tuberculosis. 


If the body's resistance is kept 


up, the active form of tuberculosis 
can be prevented. Adequate food, 
rest and fresh air will keep up the 
weight and the resistance. All 
positive reactions will be followed 
with X-ray examination. No child 
will be excluded from school un- 
less found to have active tubercu- 
losis. The tests, which were ad- 
ministered today, must be read 
withjn 48 hours. 


The test consists of putting a 


small drop of liquid between the 
layers of the skin. If a slightly 
raised, red spot occurs about that 
point within 48 hours it is called a 
positive test. If no redness follows 
it is called a negative test which 
means that nothing in the way of 
tuberculosis has happened to the 
child.

Dickens at time he became a short- 


hand reporter. - 
The old rule was that a man in 


prison for debt had to stay there 
•until his debts were paid. This 
seems odd to us. We may ask, "How 
could he ever pay what he owed 
it he did not work?"

In 
iho case of John Dickens, the ans- 
wer was a little fortune (something 
like $2,000) which was left to him 
t>y the will of a relative.

federal "farm program 
should be 


made self-supporting to assure itJ 
permanency. 


The secretary was among the 


speakers listed for the 21st annual 
convention of the American Fma 
Bureau Federation. 


Secretary Wallace indicated in his 


prepared speech that there was no 
assurance the farm program would 
continue long to be'financed from 
the general treasury. 


Because of the European conflict, 


he said, "we must undertake-the 
biggest peacetime expenditures In 
our history for the army and the 
navy. 


"That means our entire federal 


budget must be given sharp scru- 
tiny and review. And so in the next 
few months, the farmers are bound 
to corae face to face with .the ques- 
tion, how really permanent is the 
national farm program?" 


Wallace shared with Edward A, 


O'Neal, the federation president, 
a discussion of means whereby the 
farm program could be maintained 
in the light of recent economic de- 
velopments and opposition from 
non-agricultural groups. 
' 


In a prepared address, O'Neal 


urged that the program be made 
self-supporting, but he declared 
farmers intend to fight for enough 
money to carry it on "because na- 
tional prosperity is directly depend- 
ent on the welfare of the farmers." 


He expressed opposition to revival 


of the processing tax used under the 
first agricultural adjustment act, be- 
cause, he said, it would not wotV 
for products such as com and hogs. 
He spoke favorably, however, of a 
general manufacturers' sales tax 
which would "be simply the farm- 
er's tariff." He declared the people 
generally "should pay the cost of 
the farm program, just as they pay 
the cost of the tariff.1*
